MONTRSAL,  Que.,  Feb,  6— The  mar- 
riage of  fourth  cousins  dissolved  on  the 
plea  of  consanguinity  was  again  before 
the   Court  of   Review    this   morning. 

The  husband  and  wife — Tremblay  and 
Depatie — were  both  members  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  church,  au<l  were  mar- 
ried according  to  the  rules  of  the 
church.  Some  time  after  the  marriage 
the  parties  discovered  that  they  were 
related  as  fourth  cousins.  The  marri- 
age was  thus  invalid,  according  to  the, 
ecclesiastical  law,  as  no  dispensation 
had  been  granted.

ture. Iri  each,  the  Ministerial '  explan-

second  reading  without  objection  >or 
criticism.  One  other  feature  of  the  af- 
ternoon's proceedings  which  calls  for 
special  mention  centred  in  the  present- 
ation by  message  of  a  bill  for  the  am- 
endment of  the  act  of  last  session  es- 
tablishing and  incorporating  the  Uni- 
versity of  British  Columbia,  by  extend- 
ing by  three  years  the  period  within 
n  ncU  the  Government  may  select  lands 
University  purposes.  The  statute 
to  be  amended  provides  that  lands  re- 
served pursuant  thereto  shall  bo  select- 
ed within  six  years  from  April  25,  1907, 
for  subsequent  administration  and  dis- 
posal under  the  provisions  of  the  Land 
Act.  The  amendment  contained  in  the 
bill  now  receiving  parliamentary  atten- 
tion prescribes  April  US,  1916,  as  the 
expiry    date    for    such    selection. 

Mr.  Bowser  Hold*  Floor 
Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  first  had  the  floor, 
in  moving  the  second  reading  of  the 
bill  respecting  local  improvements  m 
municipalities,  which  he  referred  to  pre- 
liminarily as  a  first  fruit  of  the  la- 
bors of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Muni- 
cipal  Affaire,  whose  report,  he  men- 
tioned incidentally,  would  shortly  be 
laid  before  the  members,  its  general 
■  iit.ents  meanwhile  being  generally  un- 
drstood  through  newspaper  publication. 
It  had  been  found  necessary,  Hon.  Mr. 
Bowser  explained,  to  draft  a  new  bill 
governing  tbe  matter  of  local  Improv*- 
m<  ate  within  municipalities,  the  prac- 
tice of  making  improvements  under  the 
local  assessment  plan  (i.e.,  by  direct 
assessment5  of  the  specially-Interested 
properties  to  cover  a  major  portion  of 
their  cost),  having  during  recent  years 
•m.  very  prevalent,  more  particu- 
larly in  the  Cities  of  British  Coluin 
Keeping  pe.ee  with  provincial  growth, 
legislation  In  this  direction  had  grown 
Very    rapidly. 

The  provisions  of  the  existent  legis- 
lation touching  this  subject  had  lat- 
terly been  found  inadequate  to  meet 
modern  requirement,  .»nd,  in  conse- 
quence the  Municipal  Commission,  In 
the  course  of  its  travels,  had  secured 
B  large  amount  of  information  based 
upon  experience  so  as  to  advise  the 
Legislature  as  to  the  best  course  to 
pursue. 

Moat    Satisfactory    Legislation 

The    most   satisfactory   legislation   on 

this  subject  has  been  found  to  be  in 
the  Vancouver  Act,  which,  to  a  great 
extent,  was  patterned  nu  the  Ontario 
improvement  Law,  although  even  since 
that  measure  was  adopted  considerable 
progress  has  been  made.  Ho  that,  while 
the  commission  and  the  Government 
had  largely  followed  the  Vancouver 
municipal  legislation  with  respect  to 
local  improvements,  the  department  had 
been  fortunate  in  compiling  an  even 
rnoro  complete  code,  and  bringing  it 
light  down  to  date,  in  Ontario,  a  mun- 
icipal commission  had  for  some  time 
been  at  work,  and  the  Royal  Commis- 
sion on  Municipal  Affairs  from  this 
Province  had  taken  full  advantage  oil 
the  work  and  discoveries  of  this  On- 
tario, tribunal.  It  had  ben  UlOUght 
best  to  present  legislation  with  respect 
t<-  local  improvements  In  municipalities 
not  as  a  portion  of  the  Municipal  Act, 
but  as  a  measure  separate  by  Itself, 
since  U  would  thus  ne  In  more  con- 
venient form  for  consultation  by  those 
seeking  Information  with  respect  to  this 
Continued   qp   Pago  *.

OTTAWA,  Feb.  6. — The  Agricultural 
Committee  of  the  House  had  a  consbi 
able  amount  of  light  thrown  on  the  ap- 
ple trade  in  general  when  it  called  Mr. 
Dun  Johnson,  president  of  the  Ontario 
Fruit  Growers'  Association,  before  it 
as  witness  this  morning.  Mr;  Johnson 
was  clear  in  his  statements  and  out- 
spoken in  his  condemnation  of  certain 
conditions,  which  he  declared  to  be  mili- 
tating against  producer  and  consumer 
eqully.  The     lamentable     conditions 

which  prevlled  last  year,  -with  one  quar- 
ter of  the  apples  rotting  In  Western 
Ontario  while  consumers  paid  exorbitant 
prices  In  an  ill-supplied  market,  he  an- 
alyzed as  due  to  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

l. — The  great  lack  of  co-operative  me- 
thods among  the  growers,  except  in  a 
few   counties. 

2. — Discrimination  of  Western  rail- 
roads in  favor  of  American  fruit. 

.;. — Lack  of  a  proper  system  of  mar- 
keting fruit. 

-4. — High  freight  and  express  rates 
from  Ontario  to  tho  West,  with  a  slow 
service   and   no   stop-bver  privileges. 

5. — The  use  of  barrels  instead  of 
boxes  for  packing  apples. 
Waste  of  Apples 
The  committee  was  plainly  impressed 
with  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Johnson, 
particularly  with  respect  to  freight 
rates  west,  and  It  was  decided  to  call 
the  traffic  officers  of  the  rilway  com- 
mission to  explain  the  discriminations 
that  are  charged  against  Ontario  fruit. 
Mr.  Johnson  told  the  committee  that 
he  believed  fully  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  the  apples  grown  in  Western  Ontario 
would  waste  this  year,  while  consumers 
would  pay  a  high  price.  This,  he  said, 
was  due  to  a  peculiar  set  of  circum- 
stances;' The  farmers,  he  said,  got  from 
fifty  cents  to  one  dollar  a  barrel,  some- 
times less.  He  Instanced  the  case  of  a 
woman  In  his  own  county  who  was  of- 
fered $125  for  her  whole  orchard.  She 
secured  admission  to  a  co-operative  as- 
sociation and  receivea  $1,035,  giving  hor 
a  profit  of  $70ii.  iff  believed  a  central 
co-operative  association  would  be  of 
great  benefit.  lie  believed  the  central 
packing  house  would  be  the  best 
tern,    far    ahead    of    «>rch  ir  1    packing. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  he  had  never  had 
BUC,  S88  In  shipping  apples  to  Knglnnd. 
He  always  lost  money  on  such  ship- 
ments, and  he  believed  tho  case  of 
other  dealers  was  the  same.  He  hrllov- 
ed  the  English  market  was  a  good  one, 
and  that  something  should  lie  done  for 
the  care  of  It  The  western  market 
wes  also  a  good  one,  because  the  west- 
i  .  •>  people  wer-  willing  to  pay  the  prl;». 
lie  estimated  that  they  <ver«  buying 
«lxtv  p< ;  cent  oi  their  frutt  from  th« 
Ur.lted  State*  today.  Ontario  growers 
murt  come  to  the  box  method. 
Poor  Pruit  Shipped 

Mr  Johnson  lamented  the  amount  of 
poor  fruit  shipped  west.  "I  wm  in  the 
West  three  years  ago,"  hf  said,  "and 
I  was  ashamed  to  say  I  was  an  Ontario 
fruit  grower  when  1  saw  some  of  the 
fruit  that  had  been  shipped  out  there. 
I  am  In  favor  of  inspection  at  the  point 
of  shipment." 

Mr.  Johnson  gave  warm  praise  to 
the  work  of  the  OO-operatlve  Fruit  As- 
sociation. "1  believe  there  has  been  more 
done  by  the  eo-e»erative  associations  in 
Norfolk  and  all  these  other  counties 
than  %ny  othsr  agent  known  of,"  he  said

Athos   Monks    Quarrel 

LONDON-  Feb.  6.— While  the  question 
of  the  form  of  government  to  he  ar- 
ranged for  the  Mount  Athos  community 
of  monks  Is  still  a  subject  of  discussion 
by  the  Powers,  It  Is  Apparent  that  en 
early  declelon  Is  urgent.  If  th«  follow- 
ing dispatch  to  The  Times  from  Sal- 
onika 18  correct:  "Serious  disorders 
have  occurred  In  one  of  the  smaller  so- 
leties  on  Mount  Athos  as  a  result  of  a 
discussion  whether  the  name  "Jeeue"  Is 
or  Is  not  divine.  The  monks  divided 
Into  two  parties,  one  of  which  chased 
the  othsr  from  the  monastery.  A  sprsad 
of  the  disorder  is  feared." 


All  signs  point  to  an  early  Improve- 
ment In  the  municipal  bond  market,  and 
according  to  advices  which  have  been 
received  from  the  clty"s  fiscal  agents, 
the  Interest  In  municipal  securities  Is 
increasing  on  the  London  market.

The  city  was  advised  last  December 
that  with  the  turn  of  the  year  an  Im- 
provement might  be  looked  for,  and  ap- 
parently the  predictions  then  made  are 
proving  to  have  been  well   founded. 

At  the  present  ttme  the  city  Is  seek- 
inc  authority  to  increase  the  Interest 
rate  on  its  bonds  from  four  to  four  and 
one-half  per  cent,  it  being  recognized 
the  country  over  that  the  Old  Country 
investors  arc  demanding  a  higher  rate 
for  funds  and  that  the  day  of  the  four- 
per-cent  bond  has  passed,  except  where 
sold  at  such  a  discount  as  to  make  the 
return  to  the  investor  equal  that  Which 
would  have  been  secured  ha<l  a  higher 
rate  been  paid  and  a  less  discount 
given.  Some  of  the  Eastern  municipal- 
ities have  recently  floated  loans  on  much 
more  advantageous  terms  than  could 
have  been  <lonc  last  year.  The  city  has 
abOUl  J.'.ooo.ono  worth  of  bonds  ready 
to  be  Issued,  and  a  successful  flotation 
of  these  debentures  would  prove  ■  most 
satisfactory  financial  transaction  at 
the   present  Time.

BBRliIN,  Feb.  fi.— The  garrison  at 
Strassburg  was  the  object  yesterday  of 
it  houx  as  a  result  of  which  the  troops 
paraded  In  honor  nt  g  rumored  surprise 
visit  by  the  Kaiser,  The  Emperor,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  was  a  long  way  from 
Alsace-Lorraine,  having  spent  the  day 
In  the  opposite  corner  of  the  empire 
commemorating  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  rising  of  East  Prussia  against 
Napoleon    at    Koenlgsberg. 

At  10  o'clock  yesterday  morning,  a 
telegram  was  received  by  the  military 
governor  of  Strassburj?  from  Weissen- 
burg,  a  few  stations  east  of  HtrnssbtirK, 
advising  him  that  the  Supreme  War 
Lord  WES  on  his  way  to  th«  garrison, 
and  that,  having  left  his  train,  he  would 
proceed  to  Strassburg  by  motor  car. 
The  governor  was  directed  to  alarm  tho 
garrison  and  assemble  It  for  dress  par- 
ade at  the  Polygon,  the  famous  drill 
ground     outside     Strassburg. 

The  populace  was  greatly  excited  It 
was  known  that  the  Kaiser  was  due  at 
Koenigsberg  today,  and  the  report  i^t 
his  unexpected  visit,  to  Strassburg  was 
Imun-diatcly  associated  with  the  mobil- 
ization of  the  16th  Army  Corpt-',  "The 
Watch  on  the  Rhine,"  or,  at  least,  a 
trial    mobilisation. 

Bven    to    Airship  J 

Preparations  were  hurriedly  made  to 
welcome.  Ills  Majesty,  who  would  arrive, 
the  telegram  stated,  between  11  and  2 
o'clock.

WINNIPEG,  Feb.  6.— There  was  a 
very  full  attendance  at  the  opening 
meetings  of  the  convention  of  agricul- 
tural   BOOletlefl    yesterday. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Hon.  GeO. 
Lawrenco,  was  the  principal  speaker  at 
the  evening  meeting.  The  Minister, 
after  a  few  complimentary  preliminar- 
ies, made  an  important  announcement. 

He  spoke  of  the  general  increase  of 
interest  In  mixed  farming,  but  declared 
that  It  was  not  being  carried  far  enough, 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  50,000  I 
had  been  imported  by  one  firm  during 
1918  to  supply  the  West  with  mutton, 
while  the  total  fiocks  of  the  province 
did    not    exceed     1 11.000    at    present. 

Again,  7000,000  pounds  of  butter  had 
been  brought  in  during  the  past  year, 
some  of  it  all  tho  way  from  Now  Zea- 
land, and  twenty-five  carloads  of  for- 
eign eggs  had  been  consumed  in  Winni- 
peg alone  and  four  carloads  in  Brandon. 
These  importations  should  not  be;  all 
such  foodstuffs  could  be  raised  in  the 
province.  To  stimulate  mixed  farming, 
the  Government  this  year  Increased  all 
grants  to  livestock  associations,  though 
the  amounts  they  were  able  to  give 
were  still  far  below  what  the  work  re- 
quired. 

Mr.  Lawrence  stated  that  while  the 
province  had  obtained  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  the  Immigration  the  past  year,  it 
was  his  ambition  to  greatly  Increase  the 
tide,  and  he  had  persuaded  the  Covern- 
ment  tO  permit  of  -his  opening  provincial 
emigration  offices!  in  England,  Ireland 
and  Scotland,  and  as  soon  as  the  House 
rose  he  would  proceed  to  the  Old  Coun- 
try to  locate  these  offices.

The  second  reading  was  unanimously 
agreed    to,    and    without   discussion. 
Birth  Registrations 

In  offering  for  second  reading  the 
bill  with  respect  to  future  registrations 
of  births,  deaths  and  marriages,  Hon. 
Dr.  Young  stated  that  this  new  mea- 
sure was  virtually  a  compilation  of  the 
existent  statute  Op  the  subject  plus 
■Ufch  conditions  thereto  as  the  experi- 
ence of  the  past  few  years  had  shown 
to  be  necessary. 

Unfortunately,  he  said,  the  system- 
atic collection  and  compilation  of  vital 
statistics  had  seemingly  been  absolutely 
neglected  in  the  past.  For  many  years 
this  work  had  been  administered  under 
the  Registrar-General  of  Titles,  but  so 
rapidly  had  .the  responsibilities  and 
business  of  this  official  grown  that  the 
vital  statistical  record  had  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  department  to  which  the 
work  properly  belonged — the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health.  There  it  was 
found  that  a  material  revision  of  the 
applicable  legislation  was  immediately 
necessary.  Heretofore  there  had  been 
much  red  tape  and  circumlocution  ip  the 
reporting  of  these  statistics  to  the 
Capital.  No  officials  specifically  in- 
structed for  their  administration  had 
previously  been  appointed,  with  the  re- 
sult that,  In  various  offices  the  books 
were  piled  up  with  a  mass  of  data  that 
could  not  now  be  reached. 

Matter    of   Importance 

It  was  a  matter  of  great  importance, 
both  legally  as  well  as  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  medical  profession,  that 
the  law  should  be  revised  and  placed  in 
such  condition  that  the  department,  if 
applied  to — and  such  applications  had 
<ntly  been  made  from  England  and

To  facilitate  the  work,  It  had  been  de- 
cided that  In  future  each  municipality 
shall  constitute  B  registration  district 
reporting  direct  to  the  department  at 
Victoria;  while  with  respect  to  the  un- 
Organtsed  districts,  the  Lleutnnant- 
Governor-ln-('ouncll  will  be  empowered 
to   divide    the    Provlnclally    administered 

portion  of  the  Province  into  defined 
registration  districts  atocb  ns  may  be 
necessary  to  meet  the  requirements'  of 
population    growth. 

As  minister  In  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment, tie  had  also  taken  authority  for 
Ui.'    appointment     of    an     inspector,     who 

would    «>i    about      the      Province     and 

guarantee  the  proper  working  of  the  act 
In  another  respect  he  had  gone  fur- 
ther than  the  established  law  and  pro- 
vided penalty  clauses  to  Operate  In  con- 
nection with  any  violations  of  tlo  OOl 
which  might  In  future  occur.

Laxity    Shown 

Experience  had  shown  n  very  consid- 
erable laxity  In  the  observance  of  these 
requirements,  one  special  case  having 
ocurred  In  the  office  only  recently, 
when  a  well-known  clergyman  had  oomc 
in  and  reported  for  registration  en  bloc 
his  accumulated  marriages  of  twenty- 
one    years    past.      The    clergy      and       the 

medical  ami  nursing  professions  appar- 
ently failed  to  realize  how  exceedingly 
necessary  registration  was  to  assure 
the  legitimacy  of  children  and  protect 
the  rights  of  property.  For  this  reason 
he  desired  io  give  plain  notice  that  the 
law  in  this  connection  would  be  strictly 
enforced.  There  was  nothing  contro- 
versial about  the  measure  the  second 
reading  of  which  he  had  the  honor  to 
move  and  which  wes  in  effect  simply 
legislative  provision  for  the  organisa- 
tion of  an  essential  department  and  for 
putting  H  lp  such  form  as  to  cjMIMe  It

To  Amend  Insurance   Act 

In  offering  for  second  reading  the  bill 
to  amend  the  B.  C.  Fire  Insurance  Act, 
Hon.  Mr.  Ellison  oxplalned  that  its 
provisions  cover  changes  shown  to  bo 
necessary  in  the  working  of  present 
legislation.  In  one  particular  it  con- 
veyed power  to  deal  with  insurance  as 
against  lightning,  a  clause  with  respect 
to  which  was  contained  in  most  Infuf- 
ance  policies.  In  another  respect  it 
was  proposed  that  the  required  deposit 
bonds  of  companies  for  the  security  of 
Insurers -should  be  made  part  and  parcel 
ot  the  securities  held  by  the  Govern- 
ment for  use  If  neceasary,  which  was 
not  now  possible. 

The  bill  provided,  further,  authority 
for  the  appointment  of  fire  wardens  or 
other  similar  officials  In  various  «Mb- 
ttlets  or '  localities*  to  be  warned  by  the 


Superintendent  of  Insurance,  and  re- 
quired reports  from  such  officials  and 
from  municipalities  of  fires  occurring 
within  their  jurisdictions,  penalties  be- 
ta* prescribed  if  these  return*  were  not 
made  within  ten  days  of  fire  occurrence. 
Jn  the  United  States,  fire  chiefs  in  the 
various  towns  and  cities  included  such 
reporting  among  their  obligatory  func- 
tions. Where  there  were  no  fire  chiefs, 
officers  would  necessarily  be  appointed 
to  perform  the  duty  of  reporting  fires 
promptly.  Tho  amendments  contemplat- 
ed would  make  more  workable  the  pres- 
ent Act,  an  Act  which  had  worked  out 
well  In  practice  and  commended  itself 
as  highly  satisfactory  to  the  Interested 
fire  underwriters. 

Tho  bill  passod  second  roading. 
Routing   Advance    Business 

A  considerable  portion  of  yesterday's 
sitting  was  devoted  to  the  routing  ad- 
vance of  business  upon  the  Order  Paper. 
Roports  were  received  from  the  Private 
Bill  Committee  stating  the  rules  to 
have  been  complied  with  In  connection 
with  the  bill  to  readjust  the  boundary 
between  the  township  of  Richmond  and 
the  corporation  of  Point  Grey,  and  also 
rocOmmending  that  the  tjme  limited  for 
the  presentation  of  private  bills  to  the 
House  be„  further  extended  to  February 
13,  which  latter  recommendation  was 
adopted  by  the  Houbo  upon  the  rules  be- 
ing necessarily  suspended  In  this  con- 
nection. Hon.  Mr.  Ellison  presented  the 
annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Informa- 
tion, and  there  wore  advanced  a  stage 
the  bills  to  correct  clerical  errors  in 
the  Bulkley  Valley  Official  Map  Act,  to 
amond  the  Revenue  and  Civil  Service 
Acts,  making  provision  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  Auditor-General  and  defin- 
ing theSfunctlons  of  the  Treasury"  Board, 
amending  the  Strathcona  Park  Act  and 
the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act,  and  for 
the  creation  and  establishment  of  the- 
now  Mount  Robson  Park, -as  well  as  the 
bill  for  the  validation  of  certain  by- 
laws of  the  corporation  of  North  Cow- 
ichan.

One    of    the    most    interesting    debates 
oi   the  present  session  of  British  Colum- 
bia's  1'arliameni  may   be  expected   to  in- 
cur next   woek,   Its   tiiemo   being   the   pol 
ley    of    the   Government   of   the     United 
Stales    with    lespect   to    the    international 

use  of  the  Panama  Canal,  the  subject 
being  introduced  to  the  Provincial  Souse 
in  the  form  of  a  resolution  expressive 
or  British  Columbia's  approval  of  the 
attitude  adopted  by  tho  imperial  Gov- 
ernment,    The  resolution,  which  will  no 

doubt  commend  Itself  to  the  House,  will 
make,  its  appearance  On  Monday  next, 
being  proposed  by  the  Prime  Minister, 
Sir  EUchard  McBrlde,  In  terms  as  fol- 
lows:

MEMBER'S  RIGHT  IN  OOtlRT 

Question    of    Ability   to    Compel    Sir    Bo- 

dolplie  Forget  to   Xeotlfy  While 

House  Ib  In  Session  Raised 


MONTREAL,  Que.,  Feb.  6.— The 
rights  ami  privileges  Of  a  member  of 
the  dominion  Parliament  were  raised 
this  afternoon  In  the  course  of  an  argu- 
ment before  Justice  Beaudln  in  the 
practice    court. 

A  long  series  of  motions  were  be- 
fore the  court,  arising  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeding which  Sir  Rodolphe  Forget, 
M.  P.,  has  taken  against  shareholders  of 
the  Banrrue  Internationale.  The  pro- 
ceedings are  to  recover  certain  sums  of 
money  claimed  by  Sir  Rodolphe  on  be- 
half of  his  Paris  brokerage  office,  as 
being  due  to  him  on  stock  exchange 
speculations. 

Mr.  Gehest,  who  represented  Sir  Ro- 
dolphe, brought  up  the  question  of  the 
right  of  his  client  to  be  his  own  Wit- 
ness in  cases  in  which  lie  was  person- 
ally interested.  Mr.  Genest  contended 
that  Sir  Rodolphe  had  such  a  right. 
This  brought  Mr.  Geoffrion,  K.  C,  to 
his  feet,  with,  a 'query,  whether  Sir 
Rodolphe  was  prepared  to  give  evidence 
before  the  court  as  a  member  of  Parlia- 
ment. It  was  asked  if  Sir  Rodolphe 
could  be  compelled  to  testify  while  the 
House  was  in  session.  *  To  hold  the 
cases  over  till  the  end  of  the  parliamen- 
tary session,  it  was  added,  would  prob- 
ably  mean  a  delay  of   ten   months. 

It  was  suggested  that  Sir  Rodolphe 
be  asked  to  appear,  and  counsel  agreed 
on  this  course.  Argument  on  sixteen 
motions  occupied  the  court  for  a  con- 
siderable time. 

The  petitioners,  who  are  the  share- 
holders of  the  Banque  Internationale, 
against  whom  Sir  Rodolphe  has  Dal 
action,  ask  that  the  full  bill  should  be 
given  for  the  alleged  indebtedness.  The 
motions  were  all  taken  en  delibere. 
Judgment  was  also  rendered  in  Jive 
other  similar  cases,  ordering  the  re- 
qulred   particulars  to  be  furnished.

When  the  school  was  opened  I*  ISM, 
there  were  but  nine  pupils  but  even  then 
a  piano  wait  looked  upon  as  a  necessary 
part  of  the  wrr  meagre  equipment  ,at 
the  command  of  the  young  teacher.

The  next  step  was  to  procure  a  cir- 
culating library.  in  1898  Sir  William 
Mulock,  Postmaster-General,  at  Mr. 
Eraser's  request  allowed  books  for  the 
blind  to  be  circulated  free  of  expense. 
In  this  Canada  was  a  pioneer  and  its 
example  has  sinve  been  followed  by 
the  United  States,  Australia  and  New 
Zealand. 

Dr.  Fraser  was  not,  however,  satis- 
fled  to  prepare  his  pupils  in  the  school- 
room, the  workshops  and  the  gymnasi- 
um for  their  life's  work  but  he  was  de- 
termined that  they  should  receive,  If 
they  needed  it,  assistance  at  Its  outset 
For  that  purpose  he  formed  the  Marl- 
time  Association.  Another  most  help- 
ful extension  of  the  work  of  the  school 
was  the  home  teaching  by  which  many 
middle-aged  and  elderly  blind  people 
have  been  taught  to  read. 

This  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind 
now  ranks  with  the  best  Institutions  of 
Its  kind  in  England  and  in  the  United 
States.  This  is  the  work  which  Dr. 
Fraser  has  accomplished  in  forty  years 
and  there  are  few  Canadians  who  have 
done   more. 

The  writer  in  the  Mall  concludes  hh»x 
article  with  the  following  appreciation: 

"His  own  genius,  his  gifts  as  an  or- 
ganizer, his  indomitable,  splendid  Cour- 
age, have  borne  down  discouragements 
that  would  have  daunted  a  less  choice 
spirit— the  blind  in  these  Provinces  and 
the  Provinces  as  a  whole  owe  him  a 
debt  which  can  never  be  repaid.

receive   hospital   training  and   then   on 

derffo  a  Special  training  for  work  In 
Which  the  usual  appliances  are  not 
available,  The  work  of  the  Victorian 
nurse  may  bring  her  Into  the  poorest 
home  or  the.  most  lonely  district  and 
for    this   she    must   alway«    be    prepared. 

It  Is  the  work  of  Visiting  nurse,  that 
next  to  that  of  maternity  nurse  Is  most 
needed  In  n  city  where,  though  there 
are  not  large  numbers  of  poor  people, 
there  are  a  great  many  who  can  neither 
spare  room  for  a  resident  nunse,  not 
pay  her  salary.  Many  a  mother  bears 
In  silence  pain  end  distress  rather  than 
leave  her  family  unprotected  while  she 
goes  t^>  the  hospital.

PRriSfe  SUCCUMBS 

Bistinguisbod  irfmsslf  to  war  'f*  "^ 

and   Became   Known   as   Good 
Samaritan— Saved  Army 

PARIS.  Feb.  •.— A  despatch  frotn 
Charles  reports  the  death  of  the  Abbe 
Theure,  of  Lolgny,  a  patriot  priest  who 
distinguished  himself  during  the  war  of 
1870.  and  was  called  by  General  de 
Soiwr  "The  Oyod  Samaritan."  He  was 
credited  fcy  General  Barry  wl|3*  having 
saved.  In  December.  ,1870,  the  army  at 
the    Loire.

■2.  '  0*W^ .vm^'i^^wii-  wroteVto 
the  Abbe  and  said,  "Your  name  is  at 
the  head  of  those  who  on  that  day 
defended    France." 

In  1893  the  Abbe  Theure  was  hon- 
ored by  a  special  ceremony  when  the 
civic  crown  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
the  Soclete  Nationale  d'Encouragerhent 
au  Bien.  He  had  at  the  outset  of  the 
battle  around  Lolgny  gathered  all  the 
aged  people  into  the  church,  and  had 
at  the  risk  of  his  life  twice  climbed  to 
the  top  of  the  steeple  to  hoist  a  Red 
Cross  flajr.  He  hurried  In  the  midst  of 
the  battle  to  the  rescue  of  300  villagers 
and  wounded  who  had  taken  shelter  In 
some  farm  buildings  to  which  the  Ger- 
mans were  about  to  set  fire.

Mr.  Frederick  Tty-^Wtham,  who  ar- 
rived this  week  to  take  up  the  position 
of  general  secretary  to  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.

Coming  out  as  an  ICngllsh'  boy,  to  a 
brother  at  Port  Townsend, .lie  Joined  the 
f  of  the  association  at  Portland  in 
1892,  just  twenty-one  years  ago,  and 
continued  there  in  the  post  of  assistant 
seer  r  six  and  a  half  years,   till 

in  1S99  two  calls  were  placed  before 
him,  one  from  the  association  of  this 
very  etty.,  and  the  other  from  that  in 
Santa  Barbara,  In  the  extreme  south  of 
the  state  of  Califoxnla.  Weighing  the 
urgency  of  these  two  claims.  Ills  deci- 
sion come  to  was  that  the  latter  city 
had  the  greater  need  of  his  services,  and 
Victoria,  accordingly,  has  had  to  wait 
for  thirteen  years  before  welcoming  him 
to  her  midst  in   1913. 

He ''found  the  association  at  Santa 
Barbara  in  sore  need  of  help,  with  I  a 
rapidly  diminishing  membership,  a  lack 
of  public  sympathy  and  support,  and  the 
prospect  of  an  imminent  foreclosure  on 
the  association  building  there.  He'  left 
it  two  years  later,  firmly  established, 
both'  on  a  sound  financial  basis  and  in 
the  full  confidence  of  its  citizens.

The  call  this  time  was  to  Boise.  Idaho, 
in  1.901,  where  again  an  uphill  task  faced 
him.  The  association  was  located  un- 
suitably in  the  midst  of  a  large  block 
of  officep,  and  losing  ground  every 
month.  An  energetic  and,  whole- 
hearted campaign,  similar  to  that  con- 
ducted In  Santa  Barbara,  however,  re-, 
suited  in  the  acquisition  of  a  site  and 
building  on  one  of  the  main  thorough- 
fares, and  within  six  months  Mr.  Wit- 
ham  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the 
association  installed  in  its  now 
and  starting  on  a  new  lease  of  life  and 
good  work.  In  1908  a  fresh  call  reached 
Mi.  William  from  Billings,  and  aft 
year  spent  in  that  Montana  city  he 
moved  to  Walla  Walla,  where,  the  last 
three  years  have  been  passed.

Great  Maritime  Country 
"It  is  quite  evident  that  Canada,  with 
its  more  than  ten  thousand  mlK's  of 
(oust  Une,  will  bo  a  great  maratiino 
country.  The  QbVernment  roistered 
list  of  Canadian  vessels  shows  That 
tbiare  are  in  all  abount  three  tboufond 
vessels  called  steam,  and  about  five 
thousand  oaU'ed  sailing  vessels,  with 
a  gross  tonnage  of  702,324  tons,  or  what 
is  equal  to  an  average  of  ninety  tons 
per  vessel.  Both  of  these  classes  of 
vesselB  are  on  an  average  of  small  size, 
from  one  ton  up.  Include  ships,  Ui«s, 
yachts,  boats,  barges,  scows,  etc.,  with 
or  without  power  or  means  of  sailing 
them.  The  list  shows  that  among  them 
are  about  one  hundred  steel  ships  that 
were  made  in  Groat  Britain,  with  a  ton- 
nage of  146,000  tons,  three  hundred  and 
fifty  called  steamers  of  about  40,000 
tons  that  were  made  In  the  United 
States,  and  about  twentj  steel  ships 
and  a  number  of  small  boats  of  about 
62,000  tons  that  were  made  In  Canada. 
There  are  on  the  Great  Lakes  about 
fifty  steel  steamers  under  the  British 
flag,  doing,  coastwise  trade,  but  they 
do  not  show  on  the  Canadian  registry. 
They  have  freedom  to  come  in 
moralize  the  coast  trade  for 
owners  and  the  Canadian 
industry.  .' 

"''*TBi»  Canadian  registry  has  practi- 
cally no  oversea  tonnage,  and  in  all 
only  about  200,000  registered  tonnage 
frC  for  the  coasting  trade  In  rough  seas.

Sd  waterways  in  the  Great  Lakes  and 
&jjk.  Lawrence,  and  are  now  main- 
taining throughout  the  Dominion  more 
than  one  thousand  lighthouses,  -tlso 
thousands  of  buoys,  beacons,  fog 
whistles  and  other  aids  to  navigation, 
also  along  her  ocean  coast,  which  cost 
millions  of  dollars  yearly  to  main- 
tain, but  practically  has  not  given 
shipbuilding  any  assistance  or  fair,  play 
against  the  United  States  coasting  ves- 
sels, which  are  fully  protected  against 
Canadian  or  British  interference  in 
their  coasting  trade.  All  the  United 
States  ships  must  be  made  in  the  Un- 
ited States,  and  all  repairs  made  to 
them  in  foreign  ports  must  pay  50  per 
cent  import  duty  on  dry  docking  and 
repairing. 

"The  largest  freighting  or  ton- 
nage in  the  world  is  along  the 
Canadian  frontier  in  the  lake  region 
and"  other  tributary  sources  connecting 
the  great  producing  West  with  the  con- 
sumers of  the  East,  and  for  export 
from  either  country  and  their  return 
cargoes.  This  enormous  tonnage  traffic 
is  more  or  less  in  competition  as  to  its 
share  of  tonnage  or  rates  divided  be- 
tween them  and  the  railroads,  and  tho 
coasting  vessels  w*ere  struggling  for 
their  share,  and  the  Canadian  vessels 
getting  the  worst  of  it,  first  because 
they  are  not  protected  like  the  coasting 
vessels  of  the  .United  States,  and  second 
because  they  are  not  allowed  the  free- 
dom of  customs  regulations  offered  to 
tlie    railroads. 

"The  Canadian  Government  has  given 
to  the  Canadian  railroads  in  various 
ways  equal  to  more  than  three  hundred 
millions  of  dollars,  and  has  also  pro- 
tected them  by  placing  an  import  duty 
of  85  per  cent  on  locomotives  and  30 
per  cent  on  cars  and  rolling  stock, 
and  practically  no  protection  for  ship- 
building. Most  all  Canadians  are  now 
proud  of  the.  results  of  assisting  the 
railroads.  It  Is  well  known  that  when 
some  of  these  subsidized  railroads 
reached  the  Western  Provinces  they 
were  a  wilderness.  Now,  the  product 
of  that  territory  was  in  1909  equal  to 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  millions 
of  dollars,  and  that  only  a  beginning. 
It  is  claimed  that  one  Canadian  rail- 
road in  the  West  has  built  equal  to 
one  mile  of  railroad  for  every  working 
day  tor  the  past  eight  years.  If  ship- 
building would  get  from  the  Govorn- 
1  per  cent  of  the  assistance  the 
railroads  get,  and  then  be  protected, 
Canadian  shipbuilder  would  show 
his  ability  to  forcefully  build  the  basi 
Bhlps  of  steel  and  eventually  from  na- 
tive products.  They  might  also  be  a 
link  or  part  of  that  western  system  of 
railroad,  and  transportation  that  will 
give  low  rates  to  the  prodticw-Atfid 
consumer,  or  for  export,  and  also  save 
for  the  Canadians  the  carrying  of  Can- 
adian products  coastwise  in  Canadian 
ships,  and  preserve  for  Canadians  a 
better  share  of  the  international  trade 
coastwise. 

Aid    for    the    Industry 

''Canadian  built  ships  cannot  become 
roasting  carriers  in  the  United  8tates 
like  Canadian  railroads  under  another 
name.  Admitting  that  the  Canadian 
railroads  received  benefits  equal  to 
t'oree  hundred  million  from  the  Govern- 
ment, it  the  shipbuilding  industry,  to 
stimulate  it  for  a  few  years,  was  prom- 
ised l  per  cent  of  the  above  amount, 
viz.,  throe  trillion  dollars,  at  some  fair 
rate  per  gross  registered  t">n  for  steel 
ihlpSi  it  might  build  two  Hundred  such 
ships  as  are  now  used  in  the  trado  be- 
tween Kort  William  8tid  Port  Arthur 
and  Montreal,  or  their  equivalent  in 
st^ol  steamships  of  different  «I«es,  on 
either  coast  of  Canada,  and  thus  for 
three  million,  in  a  term  of  years,  get- 
ling  a  now  Canadian  coastwise  fleet 
twiee  as  large  as  the  present  fleet  on 
the  Canadian  register  of  vessels  now. 

"The  regular  lake  steamship,  gener- 
ally brought  out  from  Great  Britain 
for  the  Montreal  and  Lake  Superior 
trnde,  costs  about  $120,000  each.  Thus 
a  three  million  dollar  bounty  might 
produce  thirty-six  million  dollars' 
worth  of  ships,  or  they  would  not  get 
the  bounty.  If  at  first  such  ships  were 
made  from  free  imported  steel  plates 
and  shapes,  which  for  one  of  these 
ships  would  cost  about  130,000,  $90,000 
could  be  Canadian  labor  for  each  of 
these  ships,  or  their  proportion  for  the 
different  sise  ships  for  various  trades 
and  localities  on  the  three  oceans  and 
fresn    water   navigation. 

"When  a  ship  In  made  It  Is  the  near- 
est thi:ig  to  life  that  a  man  can  create, 


and  It  becomes  an  agent  for  the  country 
to  which  it  belongs.  Generally  a  ship 
has  an  average  of  about  ten  owners  for 
each  large  ship,  so  that  If  a  ship  is 
made  to  trade  to  its  own  country,  there 
are  ten  more  agents  created  when 
the   ship    is    built. 

"Tho  regular  steel  steamship  from 
Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  to  Mont- 
real, carries  about  75,000  bushels  of 
wheat,  and  makes  eight  and  a  half  to 
nine  trips  in  a  year.  Thus  It  will  take 
about  a  ship  and  a  half  one  year  to 
carry  a  million  bushels  to  Montreal. 
Where  are  the  ships  to  bo  made  that 
are  to  carry  the  hundreds  of  millions 
of  bushels  of  wheat  of  the  Nortli  west? 
A  number  are  now  being  built  in  Great 
Britain  and  not  one  in  Canada.  In  tho 
near  future  hundreds  of  these  Ship!  will 
be  wanted  if  the  trade  does  not  go 
through     tho     United     States.        Arc     (hc.su 

slows  i..  be  made  across  the  sea,  or  win 
Canadians  build  them  and  keep  the 
money  at   home? 

To  Help  Shipbuilding 
"If  the  Government  would  give 
enough  assistance  and  protection  to 
Shipbuilding  in  Canada,  when  the  Win- 
ter is  generally  a  dull  time  for  a  cer- 
tain class  of  labor,  and  particularly  for 
the  fresh  water  sailor  who  is  laid  up 
ftvo  months,  shipbuilding  could  b<f||BBr 
fSfl^Jfla.'Sfl  advantage,  and  it  would  help 
this  class  of  men  vory  much  who  are 
now  idle  during  tho  Winter.  With  a  few 
jrtttis  of  protection  or  assistance,-  -ft 
staff  of  local  and  home  talent  men 
wowlft  be  mokHA  '  to  design  and  ob- 
struction, a  number  of  new  shipyards 
would  start  up.,  and  the  now  Idle  plants 
would  soon  teaeh  thousands  of  skilled 
laborers,  and  the  benefits  to  this  class 
would  help  the  country  at  large  equal 
to  many  times  the  small  assistance 
needed.  And  thus  In  ft  few  years,  at 
small  cost.  Canada  could  be  made  ft  shlpr 
hwlUlfrg  aattew  fee  s  small  frsntinn  nt 
the  cost  of  making  her  the*  «reat  rail- 
road   builder   she   now   is   which    is   so

now,  or  with  >  fair  bounty <  csnMwM* 
labor  would  get  75  per  cent  of  thft 
cost  of  the  ship  and  if  many  ships  were 
going  to  be  built  here,  a  demand  for 
ship  plates  and  shapes  would  bring  the 
rolling  mills,  and  encourage  the  pres- 
ent mills  to  make  this  class  of  ma- 
terial. And  eventually  all  the  labor 
money  for  making  the  ships  would  stop 
In  Canada,  and  In  the  future  we  might 
make  steel  ships  to  sell  to  the  world 
with  their  cargo  as  fifty  years  ago 
they  used  to.  do  with  wooden  ships,  and 
thus  Canadians  could  build  or  repair  a 
navy  when  required  to  do  so  "in  Can- 
ada."

PARIS,  Feb.  6. — Miss  Trehaw  Davis, 
an  English  air  woman,  who  yesterday 
took  part  In  a  flight.  In  which  the 
height  record  for  a  pilot  with  one  pas- 
senger, was  broken,  Is  convinced  that 
a  trip  in  the  air  Is  a  sovereign  remedy 
for  anyone  who  is  run  down  and  suf- 
fering  from   insomnia. 

Miss  Davis  has  had  a  hospital  nurse 
constantly  with  her,  and  three  doctors 
were  in  attendance  one  day  last  week. 
She  became  convinced  that  a  trip  in  an 
aeroplane  was  all  she  wanted  to  cure 
her,  and  yesterday,  after  rising  to  a 
height  of  12,040  feet  with  St.  Legag- 
neaux,  she  ate  a  good  dinner  and  slept 
more  soundly  than  she  had  done  for 
weeks.  While  soaring  upward  Miss 
Davis  recorded  her  progress  In  a  note- 
book which  she  propped  against  the 
pilot's  back,  in  one  hand,  covered  with 
a  double  glove,  she  held  the  height  re- 
corder  and  the  note  book,  in  the  other 
her    pencil. 

The  airman's  watch  marked  exactly 
12  o'clock  when  the  machine  loft  the 
ground,  and  Miss  Davis'  notebook 
reads: 

''12.0B  p.m. — Rising  rapidly;  machine 
very  steady;  weather  fine;  slightly  mis- 
ty; splendid  view  of  Paris;  very  glad 
to   be   in   air   again. 

15  p.m. — 5,600  feet  up;  quite  warm 
and  comfortable;  country  looks  like  a 
relief   map. 

"12.22 — 6,000  feet  up.  impossible  to 
see  down,  owing  to  my  mask;  nuis- 
ance.

Explorer   Stefansson 

OTTAWA,  Feb.  6.— V.  B.  Stefnnsson, 
the  Arctic  explorer,  who  arrived  in  the 
city  yesterday,  left  tonight,  after  inter- 
viewing the  Government.

causes  of  the  foundering  of  the  Union 
Steamship  Company's  steamer  Ches- 
iakeo  was  resumed.  The  court  con- 
sists of  Captain  George  Kobertson,  Cup- 
tain  Charles  Eddie  and  Mr.  F.  F*.  Pick- 
aid. 

The  evidence   given   during    the   morn- 
ing was  us    to   the  raising  of   the   vessel 


by  the  b.c.  salvage  company,  and  inn 
condition  in  which  the  divers  lound  her 
When  they'  went  down  to  prepare  for 
the  pumping  opera tlojis.  That  there 
were  no  storm  valves  on  the  scrupp?rs 
pi^tfie  "vessel  was  the  testimony  of 
these  witnesses,  which  is  looked  on  as 
an  important  item  of  information,  in 
view  of  some  of  the  evidence  given 
earlier  in  the  Inquiry  at, Vancouver. 

Captain  W.  H.  Logan,  of  the  London 
Salvage  Association,  who*  was  in  charge 
of  th.;  salving  of  the  steamer,  informed 
the  court  that  when'  the  divers  went 
down  on  thelv  arrival  at  Van  Anda  they 
tound  that  she  -had  a  list  of  seven 
degrees  to.  port,  that  she.  was  lying  on. 
a  rock  bottom  with  a  ID  per  cent  grade, 
in  fourteen  feet  of  water  forward  ■  and 
^  twenty-three  feet  aJft.,  The  instructions 
to  the  divers  were  to  starts  forward 
and  work  aft,  plugging  up  all  openings. 

Captain  Logan.,  would,  not  undertake 
to  offer  any  suggestion  as  to  what 
caused  the  steamer  -to  founder,  nor  as 
to  her  stability.  Tha  onjy  opportunity 
he  had  to  judge  as  to  the  latter  factor 
was,  he  said,  on  the  way  from  Van 
Anda  to  Bsquimalt.  On  Tuesday  morn-

In  her  cargo  when  aha  sank  were 
hay,  bags  of  corn,  canned  goods,  coils 
of  wire,  sides  of  beef  and  other- freight, 
all   being  stowed  so  tightly   that  there 

was  no  chance  of  its  .  having  shi fited. 
The  divers  had:  found  a  great  deal  of 
difficulty^  io  making  their  way  about 
below  on  account  of  the  cargo  filling 
the   space   so .' completely.     ' 

When  she  was  first  pumped  out,  the 
steamer  had  about  seven  hundred  ton* 
of  water  in  her.  One  pump- controlled 
the  forward  part  of  the  ship  and  an* 
other  aft,  the  two  haying  a  capacity  of 
1*00  tons  per  '.hour.''  On  her  first  raising 
she  listed  over  so  heavily  that  the  plans 
hud  to  be  changed. and  she  was  dropped 
In  shallow  water  in  order  to  get  her 
d  irgp  out..

Keplyinj;  to  Captain  lCddle,  Captain 
Logan  said  the  ballast  had  not  been 
taken  out  and  was  still  as  It  was.  There 
was  some  chuin  ballast  in  her  bunkers, 
which  had  never  moved.  T^he  machin- 
ery of  the  steamer  was  in  good  order 
and  there  was  no  difficulty  In  turning 
•  mi  steam.  The  chief  engineers  of  th.- 
Salvor  and  the  Cheslakee  were  both  on 
the    latter    vessel   coming    to   Victoria. 

Captain  Logan  described  in  detail  the

stations  along  the  coast  of  British  Col- 
umbia.

Surveyors'  Charges 

Dear  Sir,— I  beg  you  to  afford  me 
space  in  your  .valuable  paper  to  answer 
in  refutation  a  letter  published  by  you 
in  your  issue  of  Sunday*  February  2, 
and  written  by  one  T.  L.  Forrest,  of 
Cowlchan'  Station,  B.C.,  anent  surveyors' 
charges. 

In  preamble,  I  am  in  a  position  to 
state  that  this  letter  is  a  gross  mis- 
representation of  facts.  The  work  was 
carried  out  from  my  office  on  the  urgent 
request  of  Mr.  Forrest,  at  a  time  when 
wc  were  busily  engaged  with  other 
work  which  we  had  undertaken  to  ao, 
but  which  was  laid  aside  in  order  to 
oblige  Mr.   Forrest. 

Oh    completion    of   the   work   a   letter 
was  written   to  him  as   follows: 
V     '  "May  11..  1912. 

"Dear  Sir,— -I  bog  to  inform  you  that 
tha  plans  and  descriptions  of  the  survey 
of  'the  subdivision  of  part  of  Lot  11. 
iielmcken  District*  are.  completed  and 
are  being  held  Subject  to  your  instruc- 
tions.

The  plans  and  descriptions  were 
handed  over  and  no  objection  made  at 
the  time  to  tho  cost,  and  the  said  plans 
were  used  by  Mr.  Forrest  In  the  closing 
of  the  sale  of  one  portion  of  the  survey.

TYPHOID   WILL   PISAf 


Such   Is  Assertion   Of  French   Professor 

in   Communication    to    Academy 

of  Sciences 


PARrs,  Feb.  6,— That  typhoid  fever 
will  gradually  disappear  during  the 
present  century,  just  as  smallpox  van- 
ished In  the  nineteenth,  is  the  assertion 
of  Prof. .  Chantemesse,  in  a  communica!- 
tlon  to  the  Academy  of  Science. 

Prof.  Chantemesse  cited  the  testi- 
mony of  Dr.  Frederick  F.  Russsll,  of 
the  American  Army,  that  since  ?  the 
employment  of  bacillus  for  vaccination 
typhoid  fever  had  rarely  occured  in  the 
American  Army.  -     ■ 

The  experience  of  France  and  other 
countries,  adopting  the  same  treatment, 
is  equnlly  satisfactory.  'In  April  last 
M.  Delcasse,  Minister  of  Marine,  auth- 
orized the  treatment  of  bluejackets  and 
nun  at  naval  arsenals  with  typhoid 
bacilli,  sterilized  by  heat,  and  the  re- 
sults of  this  measure  at  Cherbourg, 
Brest  and  Toulon  have  just  been  made 
known. 

The  majority  of  naval  men,  67,845, 
refused  to  be  vaccinated.  Among  them, 
from  April  to  the  end  of  December, 
there  were  542  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
and  118  cases  of  feverish  gastric  ob- 
struction. 

On  the  other  hand,  anions  the  3107 
men  who  consented  to  be  vaccinated 
and  have  been  living  in  exactly  the 
same  conditions  as  the  other  men,  not 
a  single  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred, 
and  only  one  case. of  gastric  obstruc- 
tion,  which   was    cured..
